It seems that when Hon. John G. 
Carlisle was in the United States 
Sénaté,'and championed the inter- 
.osts of the masses of the American 
people, 
he hdd a correct idea of 
what would bethc effect of establish­ 
ing the single gold standard in this

He then asserted in a speech de­ 
livered in the senate, that the single 
gold standard would prove more 
disastrous than war. pestilence or 
famine. 
A t the time, these words were 
considered extravagant bj* even 
those who were most earnest in their 
efforts in behalf of the free coinage 
of silver. 
They were considered as word.s 
spoken by, a man in the heart of 
debate who was righteously indig­ 
nant at the effort of the money 
power'to pass a law which would 
greaüy increase 
the pnrchasiug 
power of the doUai', and les.sen the 
value of all farm products and jirop- 
erty. 
But alter we have experienced the 
effect of the gold standai-d for twelve 
months, let us consider the result it 
has wrought, and .see if 3Ir. Car­ 
lisle' s words were as extravagant as 
they we considered at the time they 
were uttered. 
In order to ascertain the effect the
